Last  summer,  a  new  program  was 
begun  in  which  students  could  take  swim- 
ming or  tennis  for  one-half  credit,  in 
place  of  one  semester  of  physical  educa- 
tion. Of  the  twenty-five  students  enrolled 
in  swimming  at  Riverside  Pool,  all  re- 
ceived their  beginners  permits  and  six 
achieved  advance  permits. 

The  tennis  program,  produced  five 
winners  in  the  Park  Department's  com- 
petition. In  the  fourteen-year-old  division, 
Mary  Branson  won  the  girls  singles  and 
Rita  McClendon  and  Pam  Jackson  won 
the  girl's  doubles.  Kathy  Campbell  won 
the  sixteen-year-old  division  title  before 
teaming  with  Vanita  Banks  for  the 
doubles  award  in  the  same  division.  Thir- 
ty-two students  took  tennis  in  all,  fifteen 
in  the  intermediate  section,  four  in  the 
advanced  bracket  and  twenty-five 
beginners. 

Mr.  Coleman,  Vice  Principal,  stated 
that  the  program  was  "very  successful" 
and  "plans  are  being  made  for  its  con- 
tinuation next  summer."

Study:  new  in 
English  dept. 


This  year,  independent  study  was  of- 
fered and  was  the  major  change  in  curri- 
culum in  the  English  Department.  How- 
ever, it  was  made  available  only  for  elec- 
tive English  classes. 

Senior  literature  classes  used  the  actual 
Middle  English  dialect  while  reciting  the 
"Canterbury  Tales".  The  Advanced  Com- 
position Class  innovated  by  trying  their 
hand  at  writing  advertising  copy. 

Freshmen  and  sophomores  had  their 
English  classes  incorporated  into  the  new 
Innovative  Program.  Some  found  them- 
selves benefited  by  more  than  one  English 
class.

Beard.  These  were  added  to  the  depart- 
ment to  aid  in  the  team  teaching  program.

"We  have  been  successful  in  people 
participating  in  the  I.  U.  Honors  Pro- 
gram," said  Miss  Louise  Reiter,  Language 
Department  Head.  "Last  year  we  had 
four  participants  going  to  France,  Ger- 
many and  Italy.  Other  programs  with 
Shortridge  students  were:  AFS  (Amer- 
ican Field  Service),  YFU  (Youth  for 
Understanding),  and  ACTFL  (American 
Council  of  Teachers  of  Foreign 
Languages)." 

Planned  for  this  year  was  Language 
Day  which  ended  with  a  program  in  the 
Auditorium. 

Some  schools  have  dropped  Latin  and 
Russian,  but  Shortridge  continued  these 
languages  along  with  French,  Spanish  and 
German.

This  year,  a  science  team  teaching 
program  was  offered  to  sophomores,  a- 
long  with  the  usual  science  classes.  The 
advantages  of  this  program  were  no  single 
state-approved  textbooks  and  pupil- 
selected  laboratory  experiments  for  soph- 
omores. Mr.  Burns,  sophomore 
team  teacher,  brought  his  collection  of 
snakes  to  school  and  his  classes  worked 
with  them  throughout  the  year. 

Mr.  Don  King,  Science  Department 
Head,  said  he  believed  the  program  would 
prove  to  be  flexible.  This  year,  laboratory 
classes  required  only  seven  periods,  in- 
stead of  the  usual  ten   periods. 

The  addition  of  astronomy  to  the 
science  department  was  welcomed  by  a 
high  enrollment  of  students. 

Other  additions  included  four  new 
teachers.  They  were  Mrs.  Susie  Brown, 
Mr.  Larry  Burns,  Mrs.  Diane  McKnight, 
and  Mr.  Don  Nelson.  Pupils  took  an  in- 
terest in  advanced  biology  and  chemistry 
as    enrollment    in    these    classes    soared. 

In  this  age  of  Aquarius,  Shortridge  'students 
observe  and  study  the  stars  in  second  hour 
astronomy  class.  Mr.  Nelson  is  the  astronomy 
teacher.

Straining  their  brains,  many  math 
pupils  made  it  through  the  never-ending 
array  of  problems  presented  to  them  in 
classes  ranging  from  General  Math  to 
Advanced    Calculus. 

This  years  Math  Department  had  only 
one  big  change  take  place.  The  freshmen 
math  classes  were  incorporated  into  the 
new  concept  of  team  teaching. 

In  the  department,  applying  mathe- 
matical knowledge  to  the  business  of 
living  was  constantly  demonstrated  to 
the  pupil,  giving  him  a  broader  insight 
into  the  purpose  of  taking  the  tried-and- 
true  courses  of  algebra  and  geometry. 

The  making  of  three-dimensional  ob- 
jects out  of  straws  and  toothpicks  was 
one  of  the  ways  students  in  the  more  ad- 
vanced classes  were  challenged  and  stim- 
ulated. 

Computer  Math,  introduced  here  a  few 
years  ago,  provided  students  with  the 
chance  to  have  fun  along  with  the  process 
of  learning. 

Contests,  such  as  Rose  Hulman-St. 
Mary's  of  the  Woods  Mathematics  Con- 
test and  Marion  County  Math  Day 
demonstrated  the  high  level  of  achieve- 
ment of  Shortridge  math  students. 

Four  new  teachers  were  added  to  the 
department  this  year:  Mrs.  Greenwood, 
as  a  regular  staff  member,  and  interns 
Mrs.  Harris,  Mr.  Teer  and  Mr.  George 
Coleman.

For  the  first  time  at  Shortridge,  social 
studies  will  be  required  for  four  years. 
This  is  due  to  the  new  Innovative  Pro- 
gram. Included  in  this  team  teaching 
program  are  three  separate  social  studies 
programs  for  freshmen  and  four  for 
sophomores.  Three  of  the  sophomore 
teams  have  been  studying  the  Improve- 
ment of  Economic  Life  in  the  City  and 
Urban  Geography  courses. 

Field  trips  have  been  a  part  of  the 
activities  of  senior  government  classes. 
These  government  classes  inter- 
viewed people  involved  in  local  govern- 
ment, so  that  students  could  better  under- 
stand its  principles  of  operation. 

Eight  new  teachers  were  added  to  the 
Social  Studies  Department,  "Which  have 
been  a  definite  asset",  said  Mr.  Thomas 
Payne,  department  head.  The  teachers 
added  were:  Mr.  Catus,  Miss  McDowell, 
Mr.  Beamon,  Mr.  Bussel,  Mr.  Higbee, 
Mr.  Marcus,  Mr.  Tolinand  Miss  Culloden. 
Serving  as  interns  in  the  Social  Studies 
Department  were:  Mr.  Kuhn,  Mr.  Slaton, 
Mr.  Papesh,  and  Mr.  Hoskins.

In  the  Home  Economics  Department 
there  were  three  main  fields  of  endeavor, 
foods,  clothing  and  family  living.  The  two 
new  courses  which  were  recently  added 
were  family  care  and  home  nursing. 
Two  new  teachers  became  members  of 
the  department  this  year.  They  were 
Mrs.  Geiman  and  Mrs.  Gatton,who 
taught  clothing  and  the  new  area  called 
pre-vocational. 

Advanced  classes  gave  dinners  and 
formal  teas  for  the  faculty.  Their  main 
objective  was  to  learn  to  plan,  cook, 
prepare  and  serve  large  quantity  cooking. 
In  Foods  I  and  II  they  learned  family 
meal  preparations.  Students  in  the  home 
nursing  course  learned  management,  child 
care    and    how   to    budget    money. 

This  year,  our  Industrial  Art  Depart- 
ment initiated  a  new  Vocational  Printing 
Course.  The  purpose  of  this  course  was 
to  prepare  industrial  arts  students  for 
future  job  opportunities  in  the  printing 
fields  by  teaching  the  correct  procedures 
for  job  applications. 

Two  new  teachers  were  added  to  the 
Industrial  Arts  Department.  They  were 
Mr.  Locke,  who  taught  woodwork  and 
metalwork  and  Mr.  Wemple,  who  directed 
the  prevocational  classes. 

In  the  Graphic  Arts  Department  students  learn 
how  to  run  the  printing  equipment.  Skills  are 
learned  when  they  print  the  "Echo."

Each  student  who  has  taken 
R.  0.  T.  C.  this  year  has  participated  in 
team  efforts  and  developed  basic  military 
skills.  The  Rifle  Team  and  Drill  Team 
took  part  in  heavy  competition  with  time 
out  for  the  Officer's  Christmas  Dance 
and   the   Military    Ball. 

The  unit  increased  in  size.  While  the 
cadets  were  holding  their  own  with  the 
same  number  of  members  as  last  year 
(115),  the  Girl's  Drill  Team  has  almost 
doubled.  From  a  twenty -five  member 
team,  it  had  grown  to  a  forty  member 
team.  The  unit  also  included  ten  spon- 
sors, bringing  the  total  membership  to 
165. 

The  business  education  classes  ranged 
from  Typing  to  Business  Math.  This 
year,  shorthand  even  got  the  boys  in  on 
the  act.  Two  new  courses  were  intro- 
duced-Consumer  Education  and  Record- 
keeping. Consumer  Education  is  taught 
by  Miss  Boylan,  who  is  also  the 
Distributive  Education  Coordinator 
dealing  with  on-the-job-training  for  a 
retail  occupation.

Senior  standout  Walter  Peacock  led 
the  Blue  Devil  football  squad  to  a  highly 
successful  year,  with  a  rank  of  third  in 
the  city.  The  Satans  gave  up  only  one 
win,  when  the  Cathedral  Irish  captured 
the  seventh  game  of  the  season.  Although 
the  loss  destroyed  our  "tenth  in  the 
state"  rankings,  the  Devils  went  on  to  set 
three  records  in  scoring  in  the  city.

Topping  off  one  of  the  most 
spectacular  individual  careers  in  Short- 
ridge basketball  history,  Charlie  Jordan 
led  the  Satans  to  a  highly  successful 
17-5  season.  The  Blue  Devils  upended 
state  powers  Richmond  and  Lafayette 
before  falling  finally  to  city  champ  Ar- 
lington in  the  first  game  of  the  sectionals, 
67-66. 

Jordan,  high  school  All-American,  led 
the  team  in  scoring  and  rebounding  as  he 
proved  to  be  the  backbone  of  the  team.
